"Prom the ANILiRA Obeervator^'' at San Miguel, Buenos Aires, on tl .j olegr 
night of 14th November, 'i964j v;e v.'ere following in the telescope the satellite 
ECHO II, v;hich was travelling from the north to the south pole. It appeared at 
2037 hours almost on the same meridian as the obser^'^atory. 

"At 204bii there arose j.n Idie '.vest near Pegasus a UPO follov.dng a route 
perpendicular to the orbit of ECHO II and on the plane of this orbit. On 
approaching the satellite it deviated from iits route, tracing a semi-circle 
(perliaps so as not to attract the satellite with its magnetic field), then 
continued on its way in an easterly direction, in the nei^iborhood of Orion, 
descend' to the horizon. It made this journey in 3 mirv; s. 

2052h, \;hen ECHO II was at the zenith, the Ld'G rose from the south¬ 
west near Centaurus, going to meet ECHO II. On approaching the satellite i;^ 
made a detour, then headed towards the north-east and descended to the horizon 
near Andromeda. 

"For the 3rd time, at 2100h, it appeared near Altair, presenting itself 
in the form of a cigar, then becoming c'rcular. On reaching the level of 
ECHO II it made the same detoirc ae befc e, then, heading tov/ards the south, in 
the direction of Canopus, finally disapxjeared belov/ the southern horizon at 
the same time as ECHO II. 

"As there were mary people inside and outside the observation dome, it 
could be follov/ed and observed from witliin and without, on its various paths, 
by rapidly adjusting the opening of the dome so,that all could see it. Near the 
horizon we saw it v/ith perfection. It could be observed quite clearly, its 
upper turret of a greenish color. Its central ring was of a yellov/ color and its 
edges were blur. Sometimes it filled the whole field of the telescope and 
appeared bigger than the full moon. The speed of ECiiO II being about 25,000 km 
per hour, the OTO must have been travel! ing at ^more jthan 10.0,000 km./^, 'as can 
be deduced-from,the joiimeye.v/hicjh it:.-made' at the,same altitude as A19 satell5.te. 
The spectacle offered by the UPO wirich followed ECHO II \Ta.s fantastic," 

A priest of the Society of Jesus, Hev. Father Benito Reyna is an 
ast:conomer, biologist, doctor of science and teacher in the Universi y del 
Sal'vador in Buenos Aires. He also directs scientific centers in 3 different 
places x&t Santa Fe and in the 2 observatories of San MLguel). He i).as been 
doing research in stronoray and biology for 30 years. 

San Iviiguel is situated 40 km. -west of Buenos iiires. In this tovm the 
Jesuits have 2 obsein^-atoriss: an "Observatory of Cosmio Physics", and a simple 
astronomical observatory, the ABHAEA Observatory. Existing since 1935» the former 
is one of the most complete in the world, for, in the 6 hectares (15 acres)which 
it covers, it has, as well as 3 observation domes, chemistry, biology, entomology, 
physic^’, .ectronics, heliophysics, meteorology and £els..:;logy departments. A 
radio , ,,.escope is being built. Thor - is also a ieleoco'pe for the observation 
of solar phenomena, which permits the taking of photographs of the sun in the 
morning and the afternoon. 

Tho ADHARA observatory is a private observator;^’' created by Louis Ferro, 
v/ho has done studies in physics at Turin and Padoue. The various telescopes 
v/ere made especially for studying the oecrets of space and making them known to 
all the visitors who como each nigit to liis home. In 4 years he has made some 
rrotable discoveries. In recent months he has discovered big explosions or solar 
"soufflets" and has measured their size by methods which he has invented. His 
calculations have been confirmed by the big observatories and he has received 
commendation from Ht. Palomar. The position of tho iiBHARA observatory is as 
follows: Lat. 34“33'20" S Long. 58■42*40" W. 
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For many years the witnesses -who reported fantastic manoeuvres or the 
speed of these UFOs were thought to be mad. But the Sen Mguel observati. n he.s 
put a different construction on the matter. 100,000 km/h is really startling, not 
to mention the arcs described aroimd the American satellite. 

In the case of the observation of Father Reyna and the technicians who, 
being with him, confirmed this observation, we are dealing v/ith and indisput¬ 
ably qualified astronomer who has made use of a telescope v/hich has a magnif¬ 
ication of 100 times. Also, the appearance and the antics of the object 
observed prove that this object could not be a natural phenomenon. If e er an 
observation was authenticated by the qualification of the principal observer 
and the agreement of paralle witnesses, this is it. 

The fact that Father Reyna is a member of a religious order where very 
strict ■ecipline reigns adds to the genuineness of his declarations. An individ¬ 
ual person can take upon himself the risk of making a statement which could 
expose him to ridicule. It is unthinkable that a Jesuit would bear a testimory 
v/hich would jeopardise the reputation of himself, his order, and his superiors. 

It is impossible to doubt the reality of these things. As in the law- 
court, one can not object to witnesses v;ho have the convincing evidence of those 
whom we have presented here. 

One cannot see hov/ this object could be put in the category of natural 
objects or knovm machines. The amazing antics of this saucer which appeared 
literally to play with ECHO II are desperately humiliating for terrestrial 
astronautics. In comparison, the interminable manoeuvres of the orbital rende^-- 
vous of Gemini and Agena, Virhich are nevertheless the crowning gloiy of our 
technology, seem miserably useless, if not ridiculous. The manoeuvrability of 
the San Miguel object astounds us. It seems to ignore all the restrictions 
which the laws of space mechanics impose on our space vehicles. It ac;^s as if 
no law of gravity existed. 

X& yidw of auoh aoxobatlcv In pursuit of SCBD 11, who could pretend that 
this chaser of satellites was a seoxet experiBaDtal ■aebine released from sooe 

Russian or American laboratory? vVhen cosmonauts are to be launched into space, 
don't you think that the Soviet and American technicians use the best material 
and methods available in order to preserve the lives of their men? 

At its launching, ECHO II had an orbit whose perigee was 1,033 km. and 
apogee was 1,313 km. It is, therefore, at an altitude of more than 1,000 km. 

(620 miles) that Father Reyna and the other witnesses saw the saucer. Now what 
hai'.'j;?! pht'-io?u.ni!T.., what exospbe:.ic globular lig-htilng flasli could pursi,.o, 
giving 3 performances, with such precision, a satellite orbiting at an altitude 
oj more than 1,000 km.? You ceil usl This watchdmg of ECHO II v/as certainly 
notlang vague like ionised gas In the upper iatmosphere. Seen in the telescope, 
with a beauly exceeding that of the full moon, it appeared as an object of 
fixed proportions vifhose clearness amazed the spectators, and in which could be 
seen zc.ics of color, geometrically divided. 

Father Reyna's report is an undeniable document, but it is also, at the 
same time, a decisive document. It puts to shame all the "explanations" by 
which those v/ho hold to scientific dogmatism have sou^t in vain to discredit 
one of the biggest and perhaps the most serious enigmas of the present time and 
the past. It literally pulverises them} at the same time the saucer which he 
describes itself pulverises, as far as we are av/are, all the records of altitude 
or speed whichhhave ever been recorded in all the known history of these 
cysterious machines. 

The figure given by the Rev, Father has to be seen in space, and he told 
us that ECHO II, a polar satellite, appeared "almost on the same meridian as the 
observatoiy." If we understand this properly, it signifies that the orbitiof

ECHO J”" found, at the moment of passing, on an alnoot oirtical plane for the 

oh 3 ej.v^r. 1 ‘herefore, the routes of approach and the ::ril:.ics of the saucer must 

have been almost horizontal to the observer. Under these conditions it seems 
certain that the paths triiced by the saucer betv/een tv/o encounters with the 
satellite must have been much longer than the orbital path traced by the 
satellite itself from one point of encounter to the other. 

The saucer originated nearc Pogas/s, then, grazing ECHO II at an altitude 
of 1,000 iuii., reached the horizon only j minutes after its appearance. This 
confirms the speed attributed to the snacer by Farther Reyna. 

A speed of 100,000 km/h (62,060 mop.hc) - vdiich prsLcticj^ly corresponds 
with thj orbibal velocity of the earth - is, as v/e have said, a startling sp^« d. 

J^\ ra.chine capable of such a speed is undoubtedly a space machine, and such a 
one that our ingenuity has never realised. 

let us talee the escape velocily from the earth, for altitude 0 , as equal 
to 11.2 km/sec., being km/h. 100,000 icn/h, or 20 km/secis 2 ^ times 

this va-lue and already more than half the escape velocity from the solar system, 
on the plane of tho e.-arth's orbit (42 _^e/sGc.). It is almost double the 3rd 
cosLiic velocity ( 16.6 km/sec.). 

This "3rd cosmic velocily" is that which it is r.ecessaxy to glvv, in the 
direction of tho orbital velocity of our planet, to a terrestrial object going 
away from the sim, and therefore alread;^^ aided by this orbital velocily, in 
order to permit it to escape, not only from the aarth, but from the solan system. 

The average orbital velocity of the earth is about 29.77 km/sec. One must, 
to alt:.in the escape velocity of tlie solar system (42 ki.‘ii/seCc). to this 
velocity 12.23 km/sec. Hut is necesscoiy besides to escape tne earth's gravity,;, 
which requires a velocity of ll.S^km/soc. Finally, by designating the 3rd cosmic 
for*ce by V, we have, in (km=seCw) 2 

V?' = ( 12 . 23 )^ + (11.13)^ 
refore V = 16.56 km/sec. 

The object shov/ed thal it v;as capable of deceleration which was perhaps 
more fantastic than its speed, since it was able, in a few minutes, to slow this 
tremendous speed to a movement so slov; that it could be observed with perfect 
clarity in the center of a telescope of more than 100 times magnification. Tiie 
ease of the manoeuvres seems like chilli's play compared with our techniques and 
the energy which v;e put into pro_ellir’j ^nd manoeuvring our space vehicles. 

Father Reyna writes in his report "I have followed many times with the 
naked eye or \vlth binoculars the movements of tho UFOs. They almost alv/ays 
followed the artificial satellites or the rockets wliich put them into orbit/' 

We have no reason to think that the Rev. Fa.thern\/ould wish to deceive his 
correspondent, unless his eye was deceived by the nature of that v/hich he had o 
observed. But a question arises in the mind of the reader. "If the Rev. Father 
was able to see these things, how do you think they were able to escape the 
notice of those who had launched the rockets and sa.tellitos and who have at thei: 
disposal, for tho puipose of follo^./iny thoir projectiles or space vehicles, 
pov;erful and highly specialised means rf locating them?" 

A reasonable ansY;er doesn't seem doubtfuls one ca,nnot thinly: uha,t the 
compajiions of their space vehicles are going to docev/ ^ the vigilance of 
electromagnetic or optical tracking stations ostablishod by the Amer? cans or 
Russians. They ccrtainl;/’ lcnov>r tint they exist.

Keyhoe, director of NICAP, giving a confidential report of 2 technicians '.dio 
said that on Aprils, 19^4> Q’f "the lauching of an xminanriGd Gemini capsule.

during iiie whole time of its first orbit. After relating this incident, he 
added that "the Gemini episode was not an isolatedcase, for during the last 3 
yoarsthere has been, 'unknown to the general public, a very big ivave of iecee-its 
on tlie subject of UPOs. These objects have been se-:i around the Y.'o:-ldj oftui 
very near rocket launching pads, orbit'.l routes of satellites, and airf.?.: Lds. 
The U.S. Government has known all the time that strange machines are h.serving 
■v/hat v/e are doing in outer spa,ce." There is no doubt hiat this corrj’l'.'^ y.. ;.es 
Father Eeyna's statement. Both Russia and America have cone to the corelusion 
that "Plying saucers exist and their origin is extra-terrestrial, ar i. bheir 
arrival, in a relatively short time, must permit verification of thi 3 
affirmation." 

In iiis letter of 20th xipril, 19^6, Father Reyiia writes: 

"On the Ist of February and tho 6th of the same month of this y ‘''3-, we 
followed the routes of some UFOs. One night, 5 of them, in a V formation, 
crossed the sky horizontally. Prom various parts of the Republic of Argentina 
some remarkable information frequently arrives concerning these flying objects. 

Father Reyna’s report leaves no doubt as to the existence and the 
fantastic capabilities of these UFOs and their great in-’-erest in our space

'The shadows range in size from 20 feet in lGn,'jth to one v/hich according to 
a writer for the " Vifashington Post ", "would be cast by something resemblihg 
tho Washington Monument." In other ■wrods the shadows, as plainly visble in 
photos and reproduced pictures from same , are geometric in shape and of 
absoluteloy unknovm origin : 

Several scientists all of top rating are referred to in the newspaper article 
though none are named. 

All of them seem to be in agreement on t'.e fact that they " have no idea" 
what is casting the shadows. 

The picture was taken by Orbiter's 24 inch telephoto lens, v/hich is capable 
of revealing objects on tho Moon tho size of a man hole cover. 

They were taken from an altitude of about 30 miles.

Physiccl malformation in children is already on the increase* In recont 
years there has been a spate of Siamese twins. In Cheltenhar‘, ZEaepland^ an 
excessive number of tiny ba-bios and still born children are being produced* 

The tiny babies’" trend v/as first noticed in 1950.

Accompanying the searchers v;as Byrd Station’s pet husky, Gus. 

Alien tlie searchers reached the end of Iheir endurance, Gus refused to turn Back 
l.G hov/led and raced into the storm — again straight tcv/ard the South Pole 
more than 800 miles away. 


As Gus Broke loose, the story conrinuec, ahe searchers sav/ strange lights and 
heard the sound of heavy engines in the distance. But neither Geientist 
nor Gus has ever Been seen again.

Cne theory is that he v;as caug.it in a sudden ’whitoout’ and either didn’t k 
have a, hold on the handline or for some reason dropped it. 

Being unable to tell in which direction v/as up or down in a v/hiteout, and k 
knowing that he would freeze in the wind and cold if he stood still, the theor;>»’ 
goes , Disch walked carefully ahead straight in the direction he thought the 
stnation to be . 

.hiother theory is that ho may have stumbied in the v;ind# hit his head, wan4e 
dcrod away in a daze. _^__ _ 
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Still a third theory is that hisch was stricken with a mala.dy that has often 
struck Eskimos on the arctic and natives of Falkla^nd Islands off the souther^ 
■'■ip of ’ a South .hmerica* 

It is a form of sickness that suddenly makes a man run in a strair^'ht line 
until he smairks into somcthin/jy s'/fi as a cliffy that stops him • 

Yet 9 Sefton seys there is no such evidence from the tracks that hisch was 
rLmnin^p* 

Softon also douhts that any man could run nine miles in thermal hoots across 
the ^^000 ft. hi{^h Byrd LandPlateau • 

■’liatever happened to Carl hisch is still unloiown . But whatever it was^ has 
spavrned a modern mystery and le^^end in /nitarctica. The le end i;rows wilder 
and v/ilder as it is told and retold.
